BASED ON FALSE IMPRESSION 
A false impression, due to lack of 


knowledge of the German language, 
led Dr. Graham Bell to attempt his 
successful invention of the tele- 
phone. Bell's father had been a pro- 
fessor of elocution, and his grand 
father, too, so an interest in the 
mechanism of speech was a sort of 
family affair, and as a boy he tried 
to learn everything which- bore upon 
what he thougnt would be his pro- 
fessional 
work through 
life—the 


correction of errors of speech When 
he was seventeen he made thf» dis 
covery which ie thought was origi- 
nal that the resonnance of the 
mouth cavity varied m making dif- 
ferent vowel sounds. He afterward 
discovered that this had been dis- 
covered long before by Helmholtz, 
who had obtained vowel sounds by 
tuning fork to different pitches. 
Bell could not read German, and 
inew notning about electricity, so 
got the false idea that Helmholtz 
had been able to transmit vowel 
sounds by electricity. 
3elievmg 
that, he saw no reason why speech 
should not also be transmitted, and 
having that false idea, he set to 
work to see whether he could not 
do so. 
"In considering an inven- 
tion," says Dr. Bell, "the attitude 
of a man toward his subject is im- 
portant. That false idea undoubt- 
edly helped me to produce the result 
at which I aimed."

What Is going 'to happen to Poland 


Anxious hours ate ahead for this 
restored nation, which stands in a. 
precarious position, politically and 
economically, as Europe seethes and 
bolls with new troubles. 
Alarmists give warning that Po- 


land must bolster her defenses to 
stand between western Europe and 
the peril of Bolshevism, especially 
now that the Ruhr incidents have 
revived talk of alliance between Rus- 
sia and Germany against the allies. 


Poland stands between geographi- 


cally—Russia to the east and Ger- 
many to the west. She stands be 
tween In an economic sense, too. 
Poland is not as badly off as Aus- 
tria, but is worse off than Germany 


Eodly in debt, with her currency 


of little value in the world markets, 
she has potential enemies on both, 
sides of her, and internally she has 
trouble with racial and religious min- 
orities 
Meanwhile Poland is spending vast

HOW TO HANDLE 


BABY 


The One-Man Woman 


(By RUTH AGNES ABELING.) 


(By DOCTOR A. O. PETERS) 


Health Commissioner, Dayton, Ohio 


The mother must learn to handle 
her baby carefully. His bones are 
still cartilage and they bend and 
break easily. Other bad effects of 
too much or too careless handling 
are eore and painful muscles, which 
make the baby cross. 
, 
Handling after, eating1, upsets the 
baby's digestion. Jolting, bouncing 
and rocking 
make him excitable 
and nervous. 


When the baby is taken up for 
feeding or cleansing, Shis position 
should be changed from side to side 
or from lying on his back to lying 
on his stomach. But the head and 
back must be kept straight and the 
arms and legs free. The cars should 
be kept straight and flat on the 
head. The eyes should be protected 
from direct light. 
This is the correct way to hold a 
baby: 
Lay him on his back on your left 
arm, supporting the neck and head 
with the palm ot the hand and fin- 
gers, pressing him 
close to 
the 
body •with the left elbow. 
Never 
throw a baby over the shoulder. 
A baby should not be encouraged 
to hold up his own lieari until he is 
four months old, or sit up until he 
is six months old. 
Never pick up a child by the arms 
—grasn him firmly by the shoulders 
or bodv. 
A babv should liave regular hours 
for nursing and for sleep. He should 
be put to bed on time and at the 
same time each day. His bath, out- 
ing1, plav time and even-thing neces- 
sary to his care should be done with 
regularity. 
This establishes good habits. 
If 
he has the right sort of care when 
he is little, and is trained in the 
right sort of habits from the first 
day of his life, he will grow and de- 
velop nroperly. 
Careless 
and irregular feeding, 
keeping him awake at all hours, 
arousing him from sle«T> to show 
him to the neighbors, and keeping 
him generally unset will make a 
babv unhanpy and cross. 
The child who has been trained 
to obedience and, self-control 
is 
mufh easier to take care of when 
he is ill because his good habits as- 
sist in the recovery.
